Wasurnetror, August 8.—[Special.}—The

that Senators Allison, Sherman, Hiscock and 
others, with Representatives McKinley, Bur- 
rows and Kelley, were going to New York to- 
night with a copy of the senate tariff bill to 
meet Mr. Blaine and confer with him as to the 
advivability of passing a tariff billand to get 
his views on the proper bili to pass if he 
thoucht it advisable to pass one. 

Tle senators, however, positively denied 
this «tory today and said they had never 
thouglt of such athing. The members of the 
gul-finance committee say they feel amply able 
to handle the tariff question without the 
ajvice of Mr. Blaine. However, the 
members of that committee seem yet to 
doult the advisability of passing 
a bill, and it appears that the republicans. of 
the sengge cannot agree. 

or this reason, although the Post’s story is 
denied, it is generally believed around the cap- 
itol that Mr. Blaine and other republican lead- 
ers out of congress will be consulted before any 
definite steps are taken. 

Senators Allison and Aldrich spoke very 
positively today in favor of passing a bill, 
which naturally gave rise to much discussion 
over adjournment. Should they succeed in 
holding the party to their views, it is the al- 
most unanimous opinion tha& congress cannot 
aliourn until after the first of October. How- 
ever, there aré a few members who believe an 
aljournment will be had by the 10th of Sep- 
tember. :

Arrangemenfs For the Fuaneral—There Will 
be no Display. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Genera! 
Schofield and Lieutenants, Sawver, Biiss aud 
Pitcher, of his staff, arrived shortly after ten 
o'clock to-night for the purpose of perfecting 
arrangements for General Sheridan's funeral). 
At the Ebbitt house, the generel held a short 
conference with Senators Hawley and Gener-

funeral. It was decided to issue tickets of ad- 
mission to St. Matthew’s church to the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, heads of departments and 
to members of the house and senate indi- 
vidually.

The retnains bore a noble and lifelike ex- 
pression. The emaciation which one would 
have been ied to expect after months of sick- 
ness was not seen upon his rountied features. 
Hiis stiff gray hair was brushed carefully, as 
he always wore it, and a peaceful, quict, con- 
tented look was spread over his face. 

The steamer whien was toconvey the rej 
mains to New Bedford arrived at Nonguitt at 
4 o'clock, and about 4:36 the coflin was placed 
upon the bicr and carried to the boat upon the 
shoulders of graud army men. There were no 
ceremonies observed. Members of General 
Sheridan’s family and their attendants _fol- 
lowed on foot, passing between two lines of 
members of Grand Army and Loyal. Legion, 
whohad cometo escgrt the remains to the 
train. Mrs. Sheridar®and Colenel Michael 
Sheridan accompanied the remains on their 
last journey. The Sheridan children remain 
at Nonquitt. 

The party arrived at Vineyard dock in this 
city Just before six o’clock. At the wharf some 
three thousand people had assembled. Owing 
to the excellent preparations made by the 
police and railroad authorities there was no 
coifusion. As the boat was made fast to the 
dock, two Grand Army poss were drawn up in 
double ranks facing inwards. The order of 
debarkation was substantially the same as the 
embarkation at Nonquitt. 

As the cortege passed the two lines of the 
Grand Arny, the two posts came to present 
arins, and civilians on the wharf uncovered. 
Members of the Loyal Legion and a civilian 
escort walked with bared heads. Silently and 
wort the cofin was borne up to the wharf, 
and along the platform to the car prepared for 
it. On reaching the train Colonel and Mrs. 
Sheridan, and their immediate party stepped 
into the private car of Vice-President Thomp- 
son. Theescort and bearers continued on to 
funeral car, wherein the coftin was placed on 
a Catafalque which had been prepared for it. 
The | military escort of regulars from 
Fort gAdams then took charge. Mem- 
bers of the partv who were to ac- 
company the remains to Washington took 
their places in iwo Pyllman cars, and in a few 
minutes the train drew out of the depot.

A Young Girl Lere@ From Home and Found 
Naked ina Swamp. 

TuLLAHOMA, August 8.—The rood people of 
Tullaboma are very much excited over the har- 
rowing details of a young girl's ruin and. utter 
demoralization. Some time ago Nannie Rob- 
erts, a young girl of good character, residing 
with her sister-in-law at Tracy City, Tenn., 
was summoned as a witness in a lawsuit 
against certain parties there. -In order to 
prevent her testifying, two men, who are well- 
known here, lured her to Tullahoma under 
promise of getting her a place here. They 
brought her to this place and placed her in a 
house of bad repute. She soon become kuown 
as ao fallen woman,and under the city 
laws was notitied to leave. 
Without money, she had no 
means of reaching any other place or return- 
ing home, soshe wandered into a swamp a 
mile from the city. There she has lived for 
over seven weeks. Unsoplhisticated and with- 
out knowledge of the world, she has not made 
her presence known. Only accidentally was 
her whereabouts discovered, and as it was 
learned thatshe had become almost naked 
from exposure and living in the woods, some 
Christian ladies engaged the services of ofticers 
to find her and bring her back to the city, so 
that something might be done for her. After 
long search she was discovered, in a pitiable 
state, almost starved, and with not 

shred of clothing on except a 
piece of cloth wound about her hips. She was 
brought to town.today, fed and clothed, and 
in company With a good lady of tls city was 
today taken to Nashville, where she will be 
placed in a reformatory. 

It was learned from the poor girl that some 
of her male acquaintances had been visiting 
her daily while she was in the swamp, but the 
brutes tlatly refused totake her anything to 
eat or even a drink of water. 

The aftair has created deep indignation, and 
mutterings like distant thunder are heard 
ayuinst the two men who brought her here.

_ STRANGER THAN FICTION, 
How a Rich Planter’s Daughter Disgraced 
Her Name—She Marries a Black Negro. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., August 8.-—A sad tale of, 


guilt and suffering, one of the cases which so 
often verify the old adage, ‘Truth is stranger 
than fiction,’’ was contained ina hearing for 
custody of a child in chancery court today. 

This is the story: Arich planter in North 
Carolina had three pretty and cuitured daugh- 
ters; two were happily married, the third re- 
mained with the tather, whose age seemed 
smoothed by the faithfal attentions of her 
and a favored former slave. One morn- 
ing both daughter and servant 
were missing. Nothing was heard 
of them for years. Recently a son of one 
of the married daughters met in a road 
near Knoxville the long lost aunt. The plant- 
ers daughter had eloped with the negro, by 
whom she had borne a child, and the three 
had lived together for many years. The 
woman had chesen to assume the name and 
garland perform the Jabors of a negress. 
Learning of her father’s death, and that a 
fortune awaited her, the erring mother return- 
ed to her former home, sought out a kind- 
hearted old matron, whom she induced to 
promise to secure and rear the child, in whose 
favor she executed a will,and died. The good 
old woman eameto Knoxville and found the 
child inAhe custody of its father, who refused 
to surrender it. A habeas corpus proceed- 
ings followed. A hearing was had before 
the chancellor today. The father, a tail, 
black negro, somewhat stooped with age, with 
dull face and elothed in a tattered coat, looking 
the extreme opposite of a refined white wo- 
man’s seducer, appeared in court, leading a 
bright-faced mulatto girl of about seven years, 
every feature showing its mixed lineage. 

Mr. Hy Cooper, of Cooper & Froni, read the 
petition, and when asked to state his defense, 
the old negro said he had concluded to give 
the child up. The chancellor commended the 
act as a partial atonement for the wrong done, 
and granted an order for the delivery of the 
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child to the white woman, who, faithful to her | 


promise, was in court to receive it. Thus a 
mulatto bastard grandchild is made the owner 
of a third of a rich planter’s estate.

Wins the Prize, 


AND WILL LEAD THE HOPELESS FIGHT 


Indiana Republicans Hold a Largely. At- 
tended Convention—The Platform is 
the Same Old Thing. 

IxpraNnarowis, Ind., August 8—The republi- 
Cail state convention of Indiana convened this 
morning in Tomlinson hall, this city. The 
great convention hall has a seating capacity of 
4,000, and is erewded to overflowing, several 
liuodred ladies being present in the galleries, 
There are 1,100 delegates andas many alter- 
nates. 

The convention is the largest ever held in 
Indiana. The hall is tastefully decorated. A 
large silk flag is suspended from above the 
front of the stage, in the center of 
which is a heroic portrait of General Harrison. 
On cither side of the stage hung the stars and 
stripes, while surrounding the hall hang numer- 
ous pictures of Harrison and Morton, Garfield, 
Lincoln, Grant, and others. 


Over 500 prominent republicans occupied the 


platform and great enthusiasm prevailed for 
half an hour prior to calling the convention 
to order. The band played “Marching Thro’ 
Georgia,’ and the vast audience joined in the 
chotus. 

At 10:25, Chairman Huston, of the state cen- 
tral committee,rapped the convention to order. 
Immediately after the convention was called 
to order, Senator Jolinson, of Wayne county, 
made a vigorous protest against the 
delegates being crowded out of their seats 
by spectators. Fully four hundred delegates 
were unable to obtain seats and stood in the 
crowded aisles. Considerable confusion pre- 
vailed in attempting to clear the aisles, in the 
midst of which Delegate Dresser, of Tippe- 
canoe county, moved that the convention take 
a recess till 2 o'clock, and that no person be 
admitted to the main floor but those holding 
delegate tickets. This motion was defeated 
by a viva voce vote. The work of seating dele- 
gates in their proper localities and ejecting 
alternates and other intruders then progressed 
midst some confusion. 

Quiet having been restored, the proceedings 
of theconvention were opened with a prayer 
by Rey. E. P. Whalen, of Indianapglis. Sec- 
retary Dille, of the state committee, then read 
the cail for the convention. A new method of 
procedure was inaugurated by the state com- 
mittee, which did away with the temporary 
organization of the convention. 

Delegates from the several congressional dis- 
tricts were called together in separate confer. 
ences last night and appointed their members 
to the committees on credentials, organization 
and resolutions. These committees met at a 
late hour last night and began their work. 

The committee on permanent organization 
selected Hon. Wm. H. Caikins, of Indianapo- 
lis, for ee chairman. The committee 
on eredentials reported no contests, Chair- 
man Rorrison, of the committce on organiza- 
tion, then reported the name of W. H. Cal 
kins for permanent chairman and M. L. 
Demotte, of Porter county, as secretary. 

Delegate Gardner moved that a committee 
of three be appointed to visit General Harri- 
son and invite him to attend the cénvention. 
The motion was carried amidst wild enthusi- 
fisut wz list of vice-presidents and presiden- 
tial electors having been received, the report 
of committee on organization was unanimous- 
ly adopted, and Chairman Huston presented 
ex-Congressman Calkins to the convention. 
He was received with loud cheers, 

In his address, Chairman Calkins briefly 
reviewed the achievements of the republican 
party. When he referred to ‘protection to 
American labor and industry,”’ the convention 
cheered lustily. He touched upon the civil 
service law, declaring that President Cleve- 
land used the civil service question like the 
platform to acar—he used it to get in—but 
when he got in he saw_the sign: ‘‘Don’t stand 
on the platforin,’’ and he didn’t. [Vociferous 
applause.! He coudemned the administration 
for its delay in settling the fisheries question, 
and declared that the policy of intimidation 
which prevailed in eleven southern states had 
been extended to Indiana. He favored local 
option and high license, which sentiment was 
heartily applauded, 

The committee on resolutions reported the 
following, which was adopted by a rising vote: 

The republicans of Indiana turn from the politi- 
cal duties Which have assembled them to pay their 
tribute of respect tothe memory of the great chief- 
tain who now lics unburied amid the grief of a na- 
tion. A career of splendid achievements for his 
country has ended, us it seems, untimely, but not 
before the goverument hasso gallantly and victo- 
riously fought to preserve had gratefully 
given him a just meed of his distinguished service. 
With the family of the dead general of the army of 
the United States, with the people ofthe nation 
with whose history his nameis so conspicuously 
identified, aad with the survivors of warin which 
he won his immortal fame, aud who are now his 
mourners, we unite in sympathetic: sorrow. In the 
‘American soidier’s temple of fame’ the name of 
Philip H. Sheridan takes its rightful place 

The platform was in the usual vein and was 
unanimously adopted amid cheers and cries of 
“‘Tt’s a good one!”’

Fifty thousand persons gathered 
in the streets. adjacent to the house of the de- 
ceased, and thousands lined the route to the 
cemetery, along which the cavalry was station- 
ed, Other troops belonging to the Paris gar- 
fison, were held within their barracks, in 
readiness for any emergency. ‘Traftic in the 
Streets throngh Which the cortege passed was 
Suspended and stores clcsed, 

Ameng those who attended the funeral were 
Henry Rochefort and Lovise Miche!. 

diany flowers and wreaths were placed upon 
the coftin. The procession accompaning the 
remains was tranjuil until Boulevard Voltaire 
was reached. Here the mob cheered the com- 
mune and displayed a number of red flags. A 
detachment of Garde de Paris charged the 
crowd and captured the flags. The govern- 
ment has adopted stri¢: measures to suppress 
any outbreak and orders-were given to the 
police to use their arms if their lives were 
menaced. Bourse de Travail was closed by 
order of the authorities and was occupied by a 
military detachment. 

Fifteen thousand persons marched in froht 
of the hearse bearing the remains and they 
wore bouquets of red immortelles. M. Basly 
member of chamber of deputies, was present, 
and he and Rochefort were greeted with cheers 
and shouts of ‘‘vive la revolution’”’ and ‘‘vive 
le commune.”’ The procession started at 11 
o’clock, the pall bearers being M. Vaillant, 
Lefrancais and Arnold, members of commune 
of 1871,and Osty.. Louise Michel marched 
after the hearse. <A brigade of police headed 
the procession. Large bodies of workmen and 
Strikers followed quietly. Waiters and hair- 
dessers in line were noisier and demanded that 
the red flags, which were carried covered, be 
unfurled. 

The crowds along the route shouted {Vive 
la commune!” as the hearse passed. When 
the procession reached the Boulevard Voltdire 
three red flags were unfurled. The commis- 
sary of the police attempted to seize the flags, 
when some one in the crowd fired a revolver, 
the bullet of which fortunately went wide of 
its mark. Another commissary was beaten 
With sticks. Rochefort was set upon by an 
anarchist, who handled him quite severely. 

The police were powerless before the menac- 
ing attitude of the mob. The gendarmes 
amnade a charge-in front of Prince Eugene bar- 
racks, striking in every direction with the 
butt ends of their muskets. They succeeded 
in releasing the police, who had been sur- 
rounded by the mob, and captured the red fags. 
When the procession arrived at the Mairie of 
the Eleventh Arrondissement, a revolver was 
fired and a bomb thrown close to the police 
Station, but the bomb did not explode. A re- 
serve force of police left the station and 
charged upon the crowd with drawn swords, 
wounding and taking into custody many per- 
sons 

The procession continueed on its way to the 
cemetery, but grew smaller as it progressed. 
A number of orations were dclivered at the 
grave amid cries of “Vive la Commune,’’ 
“Vive la Revolution.’’ Atthe conclusion of 
the orations the gathering dispersed. The 
police did not oppose the display of red flags 
inside the cemetery.

A Strange Suicide—Heat and Politics in 
the North State.

Dabbett, a German at Wilmington, committed 
suicide yesterday afternoon at lis boarding 
house.

Subsequently he acknowledged he had jumped 
into the river with the intention of drowning 
himself. Being a good swimmer, he began 
swimming and his resolution failcd him, 
Later he borrowed a razor from afriend. The 
latter went out and returning in a few minutes 
found Dabbett lying on the tloor with blood 
spouting from a wound across the throat. 
Death followed in a few minutes.

the end for which be had labored and struggled 
was fully attained. He worked manfully for this 
company and died just befgre the full fruition of his 
labor. We have buta moment to Nnger over the 
memory of the dead. It isthe urgent demands of 
the livine we must consider aud provide for, at this 
the first annual meeting, after the compiction of 
the first division ot the Atlanta and Florida raj)- 
road, 

As yon are aware, a contract was entered into be- 
tween this company and the Georgia Improvement 
company, whereby the latter contracted to build a 
railroad from Atlanta to Fort Valleyand turnish a 
moderate equipment, for which they were to receive 
$15,009 per mile of first mortgage bonds and $19.000 
per mile ot the capital stock of the company. The 
Georria Improvement company has practically com- 

leted its contract. The roadis now being operated 
rom Atlanta to Fort Valley. We havea road iu 
first class physical condition, with handsome depots 
and gravity filling water tanks and a moderate sup- 
ply of roling stock, and as good a population and as 
rich farms as can be found on any road in Georvia. 

In brief, we are the owners of a fine property, 
without a floating debt and with a bonded debt of 
$15, 00 per mile. 

To provide for the interest, we must earn $9,000 
per annum, To do this requires good 
management, with the strictest economy, The 
time has come when we must discard sentiment, 
and come down to business. Every official or em- 

loye who can be spared must be lopped off. There 
is no room for favoritism, In providing ihe neces- 
sary human machinery for operating our road in all 
its details, the needsof the company and merit, 
should be tie only test in filling places. If the busi- 
ness of the company willbe conducted on this 
basis, we shall succeed.

sider the matter of a southern extension. We have 
several proposed routes under consideration, but 
for obvious reasons, I prefer to discuss none of them 
now.

THE REUNION AT MADISON. 
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Survivors of the Third Georgia Regiment 
Gathering —The City Decorated. 
Maprson, Ga., August 5.—[Special.]|—Today 

dawned clear but very warm. At sunrise 

streains of wagons, buggies and other vehicles 
began pouring into the city, bringing many old 
scarred veterans, citizens and. people of all 
classes, all coming for the one purpose of at- 
tending the Third Georgia reunion. Whenthe 
tliree“trains rolled in from Atlanta, Augusta 
aud Macon respectively, fully one thousand 


about 4,000 people. 

The scene at the depot was one long to be 
remembered at Madison. Old soldiers alighted 
and greeted those who were already here with 
acordiality known only to old yets. The 

scarden Bros’ brass band of ten pieces arrived 
from Augusta, and headed the procession of 
old soldiers on their-march to the courthouse. 
Tie enthusiasm ran high when the band 
struck up “Dixie,’’ andthe old vets flung up 
their hats and cheered loudly. At 
the courthouse the old soldiers 
were assigned places for lodging in private 
residences, and such other places as could be 
procured. Every house inthe city is thrown 
open to guests, and the city is virtually in the 
hands of visitors. 

This morning at ©% o’clock, thirty-one mem- 
bers of the old ‘‘Panola Guards’’ assembled at 
the courthouse park, and had their photos 
taken by Henderson & Beardin. After this 
they marched over to Torbet’s, under 
command of Dr. G. Bb. Knight 
and Captain Charlie Baldwin, and 
there quenched their thirst. 
you see groups of old soldiers discussing and 
rehearsing old scenes and enjoying the coin- 
panionship of old friends and making new ac- 
quaintances. 

All the stores in the city have flung banners, 
flags and bunting to the breezes, and the town 
presents a holiday @ppearance. Across Main 
street, opposite the courthouse, is hung a large 
banner bearing the following inscription: 
“MORGAN COUNTY’S WELCOME TO OLD S0L- 

DIERs.”’ 

Tomorrow will bring fally 8,000 or 19,900 
people to the city, and many prominent men 
from all over the state will be present. Among 
those expected to attend are Governor Gor- 
don and General Longstreet.

PUT UP A JOB ON HIM. 


Movement to Obtain a Pardon fur a Chat. 
ham County Convict. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 8.-—-[Special.]— 
Governor Gordon will be asked to order an in- 
vestigation in the case of Gilbert Maxwell, 
who is said to be the innocent victim of a job 
put upon him by Detective Henry Weather- 
horn. Frank Hamilton, a prisoner in jail, 
stated to a Times reporter that Weatherhorn 
admitted to him that he had Maxwell con- 
victed to save Charles Green, a notorious thief 
in Whose operations the detective was inter- 
ested. Maxwell was arrested by Weatherliorn 
in June, 1887, convicted of burglary on July 
7th, and sent to the penitentiary for ten 
years, 

The roam occupied by John Richardsin G. 
W. Allen’s house, on York street Jane, was 
broken into and a coat and yest and a watch 
and rring stolen. At the trial Pawnbroker 
Muhlberg testified that Maxwell had 
brought &® coat. and vest to his 
place and secured two dollars on them, 
subsequently Richards called and identitied 
them. A few day later Maxwell] came in with 
the watch. Muhliberg told him he had no 
money but to come around again and he would 
advance him $5 on it. Muliberg, according to 
his testimony, turned the watch over to Weth- 
erhorn, who found§ out jthat Maxwell an- 
swered the description furnished him, At 
the trial tle detective testified that Maxwell 
came to him while in Yamacraw and said: 
“You have a watch that I Peft at Muhlberg’s ; 
at least he saysso.”’ Wetherhorn told him he 
had it and told him to come to the office after 
awhile and he would return. it. When Max- 
well came he was arrested. Sam Williams 
testified for the defense that he saw Charles 
Harris, alias, Green, Chickery, etc., a crook, 
give Maxwell the watch and ring. Maxwell 
on his own partstated that he met Harris on 
the street and that he asked him to loan him 
$350 on the watch and ring, as he did not have 
the money. Harris offered him $25 to go 
around to Muhlberg and pawn them. Tie 
remainder of his testiinony was Similar to 
Muhlberg’s and Weatherhour’s, with the ex- 
ception that when he came to the oflice Weth- 
erhour said tohim: ‘‘See here, Maxwell, I 
am going to send you to jail, but if yon pay 
me $10 I willlet you go.’’ Maxwell denied 
having taken any clothing to Muhlberg. 
Greene is in the penitentiary now. Hamilton 
says. that Greene confessed that he stule the 
articles and helped to put up the job on Max- 
well,

The senatorial convention of the twenty- 
seventh district met at Monroe yesterday and nomi- 
nated Hon. J. R. Lyle, of Oconee county, by accla- 
ination.

A Safe Combination Lock Out of 
Order. 


A Robbery Thursday Night—A Mail Carrier

Macox, Ga., Angust 8.—[Special.]—This 
morning when Clerk Smith, of the county 
commissioners. arrived atthe courthouse he 
found Mrs. Fannie Westfield, of Cuthbert, 
waiting for him to grant her admission to the 
Roff home. Clerk Smith informed her that 
while he sympathized with her in her poverty, 
he could not give heradmission to the Roff 
home, as it was not a state institution, but was 
strictly a local concern, intended entirely for 
county uses. He offered tosend her back to 
Cuthbert free, to which she agreed, aud he 
gave her an orderon the Central railroad 
for .a ticket to Cuthbert, and told 
her if she would goat once to the depot she 
could leave on the train this morning. 
Mrs. Westfield presented the order at the 
ticket office, but the agent refused to honor it. 
Previously it had been a rule between the rail- 
roads and the county to accept the county's 
orders for tickets and the road would present 
the order to Clerk Smith and he would give 
the agent a check for the amount. This rule 
has obtained a long time, but the road has now 
seen fit to rescind this plan, because, perhaps, 
it causes the agent to carry the order as cash 
until he can go to the courthouse and get it 
checked, which caused him some inconven- 
ience, we suppose. The East ‘Tennessee road 
still continues to furnish tickets on the coun- 
ty’s order. 

When Mrs. Westfield wasrefnsed the ticket 
she made known her situation to Mrs. J. T. 
Deny at the depot, and also told that lady she 
was suffering with cancer and had come to 
Macon for medical treatment. Mrs. Deny re- 
ferred her to Mrs. Dr. Ford, of the associated 
charities and that lady communicated with 
Clerk Smith and informed him that Mrs. 
Westfield had changed her mind and now pre- 
ferred to go to Dawson. Clerk Smith sent 
Mrs. Ford a check in the amount ofthe price 
of a ticket to Dawson, and Mrs. Westfield will 
leave this afternoon.

HITTING THE GRIT. 


A Foot Race in the Streets of 
Gainesville. 


An Officer Pursues a Man for Whom He Had 
a Warrant—A Lively Chase and Cap- 
ture of the Fugitive. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Angust 8.—[Special.]—

The proper thing for the 
committee to do is to remember its duty to 
the party and settle this vexed question, 
which has been sorely annoying, by fixing a 
time for such a primary. 

‘‘All’s well that ends well,”’ and it seems 
now that harmony is insured, 

At least let us hope so. 
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Tere is no fairer method of party nom- 
ination than a properly guarded primary 
election. This is the sense of the democratic 
party of Fulton, and we are glad tojsee that 
both sides are willing to pool their issues in 
this direction. 
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A Converted Bishop. 

Some of our exchanges are publishing a 

sermon preached by the bishop of London 
in’Westminster Abbey sometime ago, 
In this remarkable farewell address to his 
congregation the bishop declared his inten- 
tion to give up his bishopric, his palace, his 
seat in the house of lords, and a salary 
equal to that of the president of the United 
States. He was induced to take this course 
because he desired to devote his life to suf- 
fering humanity. 

After:a brief explanation, the bishop told 
his hearers that for years his home had 
been, not where Christ’s home was, with 
the masses, but with the classes. He had 
been a dignitary of a church which was the 
church of the rich, and not the church ef the 
poor, He had mixed in society with menand 
women whom Christ would have denounced 
as bitterly as he denounced the Scribes 
and Pharisees—-men and women with whom 
no decent workingman would allow his 
wives and daughters to associate. Little by 
little he had awakened to the fact that he 
and his class had neglected the poor, and 
had kept back their hire by fraud. He had 
decided to begin a new life, give up the 
pleasures of society, and take his place asa 
man among men. He had counted the 
cost. On the following day he proposed, he 
said, to preach to the poor of London in 
Trafalgar square, and if the police arrested 
him he would have the consolation of know- 
ing that Jesus Christ would be treated in 
the same way if he should attempt to enter 
Westminster Abbey. 

With these bold words the bishop of Lon- 
don bade farewell forever to the millionaires, 
the society queens, and the glittering host 
of proud nobles who sat before him looking 
into each other’s faces in dumb astonish- 
ment. 

The historie walls of Westminster never 
looked down upon a grander or more im- 
pressive scene; and the stately peers and 
haughty dames who looked upon this fear- 
less and earnest man felt a sense of relief 
when they walked out into the sunlight— 
into their world—and left behind them this 
martyr to duty who had torn himself away 
from them to enter upon a_ higher, purer, 
nobler Ife. | 

The story of the bishop of London 
points its own moral. Such instances of 
courage and self-abnegation are of rare oc- 
currence, but one such example is enough 
to illuminate a whole century,

The State Convention. 

The state convention, which assembled 
yesterday, while it was a very important 
bedy, had very little work to do. Its main 
purpose was to nominate a democratic can- 
didate for governorand statehouse officers, 
and the nomination of these was a mere for- 
mality. There has been no hint of opposi- 
tion to the present incumbents, and the 
result is that the convention was the most 
unanimous body of the kind that has met 
in Georgia for several years.

On the Righg Line. 

The Alabama Christian Advocate, the 
recognized organ of the Methodist church 
in that state, and one of the most widely 
cireulated of southern church journals, con- 
tains a powerful editorial on ‘Prohibition 
and the Chureh,’’ in which it takes a strong 
stand against allowing the great moral issue 
of prohibition to fall into the hands of 
office-seekers and political tricksters, Says 
the Advocate: 

It is safe to say that the Methodist church, south, 
is solid. not only for temperance, but for prolibi- 
tion. We do not mean that it is solid for the prohi- 
bition party. On the contrary, we do believe 
that the thoughtful men of the church, the men of 
coolgheads, whose judgment is too sound to be 
warped and misled by something that under the 
guise of reform conceals great dangers, are solid 
against any third party movement. 

Prohibition is a great moral question which comes 
lezitimately within the sphere of her work, and the 
pulpit bas given no uncertain sound on this ques- 
tion. But when political hueksters seize upon this 
vital question as a stepping-stone to office, when 
political parties to advance their own ends sugar- 
coat their objectionable tenets with prohibition, 
when the effort is made to smuggle in woman’s 
suffrage and other evils underthe covering of pro- 
hibition, and when ye zealous, good men are 
misled into the belief that they are bound to stand 
by everything that professes a worthy aim, itis 
time forthe religious prese to speak out, and we 
write thisto warn the brethren of the ministry to 
beware of political entanglements and to léetall 
third party movements alone. There are several 
reasons for this advice. Inthe first place, to weld 
prohibition on to some political measure and to 
identify it with any political party is the surest way 
to defeatiit: Men havelearned like the Trojansof 
old, to ‘‘fear the Greeks, even bearing gifts.’’ The 
men who: vote are too aceustomed to the tricks of 
offiee-seekers. to be humbugged by their loud pro- 
fessions of zeal for temperance. And just so long as 
prohibition listens to the wooing of political aspir: 


so long will it tail. 

But another and better reason is that the good re- 
sults to be aceomplished by prohibition are more 
than counterbalanced by the evils that will result 
from converting the pulpit into hustings and the 
church of God into a political party. The church 
has a higher mission in this world than the discus- 
sion of politicalissnes. She stands related to uni- 
versal humanity, arid must keep herself where she 
can reach all parties ad biess ail classes, 

It isa hopeful sign to see the religious 
press speaking out against one of the great- 
est evils of the day. Undoubtedly a great 
moral question comes legitimately within 
the sphere of church work, but it shoult be 
dealt with according to gospel methods. No 
greater calamity could befall our various re- 
ligious bodies than to beeeme: involved in 
the bitter political broils of the day. ‘The 
attitude of a professional politician, when 
the prohibition question is pushed to the 
front by the religious element in a commu- 
nity, very naturally excites suspicion, and 
his sincerity will under such circumstances 
be a matter of doubt. 

It is a bad thing to make a mora] issue a 
part of the political. machine. 
ease in Maine. Every office-seeker in that 
state, whether a democrat or a republiean, 
isa prohibitionist, and as soon as he is 
elected he winks at the violations of the 
prohibitory law by his supporters, and 
every possible influence is brought into play 
to pigeon-hole indictments or secure only 
nominal fines. | 

When a moral question is dragged 
through the mire of politics, the result is 
generally an increase of immorality. The 
church has its own well-defined work to do, 
but that work cannot bring forth its best 
fruits when itis made part and parcel of 
the schemes of a political campaign—when 
it is made subservient to the personal aims 
of demagogues whose only interest in a 
moral question is to ride into office upon it. 
This is the Advocate’s view of it, and it is 
the right view.

A Husband Sues His Wife for 
Taking His Letters. 


A Salty Little Case in Justice Court Yester- 
day—Mr. J. R. Gregg Wants His Let- 
ters—The Case Continued, 


As ausual thing possessory warrants are 
possessory warrants, and nothing else. There 
was one before Judge Landrum yesterday 
thongh that was a good deal more than a pos- 


sessory warrant. 

It was marked simply “Gregg vs. Gregg,” 
and sworn out by Mr. J. R. Gregg, of Atlanta, 
against his wife, Mrs. Annie Gregg, 

The warrant charges Mrs. Gregg with hav- 
ing unlawfully taken from the quiet and 
legally required possession of J. R. Gregg two 
pictures, one the bust figure of a lady, and 
taken in Louisville, while the other is that of 
a lady in street dress,and taken in Birmingham. 
Also two lots of letters, one lot a package con- 
taining about and not less than twenty letters, 
addressed to “J. R. Gregg, Atlanta,” and post- 
marked Jacksonville, Fla., thefletters written 
in feminine hand and directed outside in the 
handwriting of a man. The other lot consisted 
of about and not less than fifteen loose letters, 
addressed to J. G. Richards, Atlanta or 
Birmingham, and twelve letters to J. R. 
Gregg, Birmingham, and signed ‘‘V,’’ and 
dated between January 1 and September 1, 
1888. The letters are valued at $5. 

Mr. James Mayson represented Mr.'Gregg, 
while Mrs. Gregg was.represented by Haygood 
& Douglas. 

After Mr. Gregg’s affidavit was read Mr. 
Haygood objected that the description, as 
given above, was not sufficient. Mr. Mayson 
argued that it was sufficient,. and asked that 
the letters, then in possession of Mr. Haygood, 
be produced for identification. 

Judge Landrum ruled that the description 
given was reasonably accurate and that the 
letters should be brought in court. 

The two photographs, the package of letters, 
and two of the loose letters, were broughtinto 
court. Defendant claimed that .this was all 
that she had in her possession. | 

Mr. Haygood thengsprung a new point. ‘‘A 
possessory|warrant,’’said he;‘‘is a a quasi,crim- 
inal preceeding and partaking of the nature of 
a warrant for Me pecar Now, in law, a wife 
cannot be found guilty of larceny in appropri- 
ating apart of her husband’s property. So 
the remedy in this case is by action in trover 
and not by a possessory warrant.”’ 

Mr. Mayson held that this was not the 
proper time for discussion of the point,so 
without a ruling ou the point the letters were 
handed the prosecutor’s attorney for identifi- 
cation. 

There were not exceeding seven or eight 
people in the court room, 

Mrs. Gregg herself was present, seated be- 
tween. her father, Mr. McArthur, and her 
lawyer. She watched the incidents of the 
trial closely, but with perfect self-possession. 

Mr. Mayson asked for time to make a new 
affidavit, giving dates, etc., atc., and the 
case was continued until 4-30 tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Behind the possessory warrant isa suit for 
divorce, brought by the wife, and the letters 
are expected to be. of material assistance to 
her. 

There are three women in the case. 

The lady-in street dress is Mrs. Olicott, for- 
merly an Atlanta woman, and still well re- 
membered here. She is a beautiful woman, 
and figured very prominently in a Birming- 
ham affair discussed in the papers of May 26th, 
27 and 28, The Birmingham story hinged 
upon the arrest of aman named Young, and 
Gregg came into prominent notice. When the 
story was first printed Gregg’s name was sup- 
pressed, but next day Mr. Ollcott himself 
published a card. in which Gregg’s name was 
given in full. Mrs. Ollcottis the *V”’ at the 
end of some decidedly interesting letters, and 
it is understood that the suit for divorce will 
be founded upon Gregg’s relations with Mrs. 
Ollcott rather than with the other two. 

The Jacksonville woman is also an ex-At 
lanta woman, and belongs to a highly respecta 
ble family.. She is not married. 

The Chicago woman is not so wellknown here, 
but if the picture is to be relied on she is a re- 
markable handsome woman.

Doctors were telephoned 
for, but before they arrived Tom J ohnson was 
dead.

An Agreement About to be 


Reached. 


Judge Hammond and Mr. Rice Have a 
Little Correspondence in Regard to 
the Mode of Nomination. 


It now seems that the trouble about the bull- 
pen matter will be settled. 

Indications point strongly that way, and un- 
less the signs fail, democratic harmony will 
be fully restored, by the calling of a primary 
election to settle the senatorial matter. 

Yesterday morning Judge Hammond called 
on Mr. Clark Howell, Jr., as a friend of Mr. 
Rice, and asked him to be the bearer of & 
making 
overtures for a primary election. Mr. Howell 
stated that he would, and presented the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Rice: 

Hammond to Rice. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 8th, 1888 —To Mr. Frank P. 

ice+Dear Sir: Feeling that party harmony is par- 
amount to all personal claims of any. candidate for 
office, I desire to make vou a proposition, which I 
sincerely hope you will aecept, for the purpose of 
pringing about this very Gesirable result. As the 
metter between you and me, as candidates, pow 


stands, I have itin my powerto go forward in ace , 


cordance with the method prescribed by the execu- 
tive committee, and seeure the delegates to the sen- 
atorial convention withont contest, you having 
declined to go into the nomination as crf. 
dered. I would regret to do this, as suc- 
cess would not compensate me fer the feel- 
ing of bitternesss that would be engendered on the 
part of at least a portion of the democratic party. I 
think’the! strictures and criticisms made by the press 
and by many of yours fricuds upon the method pre- 
scribed by the committee are not well founded, and, 
to say the least of it, the temper of them isin the 
highest degree unjust to the gentlemen who com- 
pose the majority of that comunittee; and I 
think further that the so-called public excite. 
ment exists mainly in the breasts of a few, and is 
mainly caused by the inflammatory and denuncias- 
tory articles in one of the daily newspapers; but I 
cannot ignore the fact that the daily newspapers are 
persistently gpressing upon the public the idea that 
the method proposed,by the committee]is not a good 
one, and that many demoerats will retuse to go into 
it. and J cannot tell to what cxtent this may affect 
public opinion and how much  dissatis- 
faction 't may cause. Itis exceedingly distasteful 
to me to be thus mixed up with a division and spl.t 
in our party ranks, and 1 do not feel inclined, if I 
ean avoid it, to accept a nomination from my party 
jn which part of them refuse to participate, and I 
therefore make you this proposition: Let us havea 
primary election in which neither you nor | nor any 
of our friends will use carriages or conveyances of 
any sort to haul voters to the pollsorelsewhere, and 
which shall be conducted in all respects as legal 
elections in the county are conducted, and in which 
no man shail vote outof his ward or militia dis- 
trict. acd in which no-man shall vote whose 
name does not appear on the registration list of the 
last clevtion unless he will pledge his honor as a 
genticman that he isa qualified voterin the coun- 
ty, and has become such since the registration, and 
giving bis street and uunaber, or his location as near 
asimay be, with power in the committee to throw 
out any votes. that maybe fraudulently cast, If 
this kind of primary is acceptable to you, I will 
join youina request tothe committee to convene 
at once and order it, giving sufficient time to have 
it properly gotten up. 

Hoping to receive a reply at once, as time is short, 
Jam very truly yours, W. R. HAMMOND. 

Mr. Rice was very favorably impressed with 
the evidence of the prospect for a settlement 
of the matter by primary election for which he 
has always contended, instead of the mass 
meeting system. He had aconterence with 
several friends, and late in the afternoon 
Mr. Rice gave the following letter to Judge 


Hammond: 
Rice te Hammond. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Angust 8, 1888.—Judge W. 
RK. Hammond—D arS8ir: Your letter of this day 
duly received. I acknowledge whatever you State 
about what we owe to patty harmony, and while 
you handed your letter to the evening press for 
publication before it reached me, with the view, as 
I suspect, to give you some advantage inthis cam- 
paign, I will waiveany objection to such course 
and give your letter respectful consideration. 

T am led to believe that the executive committee 
will not be influenced by any suggestions I may 
make tothem. I regard the action ofa majority of 
that.committee as entirely inimical to any candidate 
for the senate except yourself. I donotagree to the 
terms they have prescribed fora nomination, nor 
do I believe any fair-minded citizen of this 
senatorial district will. 

I am not responsible for any danger to the har- 
mony ofthe party. It could have been averted if 
the ecemmittee bad been as anxious to serve 
the party as they were to serve other 
purposes, Conformity to the law and 
usage of the democratic party and the uniform 


| practice of getting the expression of the party in 


this county for many years past would of itself have 
prevented the existing division. 1 was a candidate 
for the scnate prior to your announcement as such. 
I was in the field without bringing in the local 1esue 
which has so greatly divided our peopic, believing 
that other and im portant measures should not be sub- 
ordinated by this one. With your candidacy came the 
injection of such local issue, for which you are, 
therefore, largely responsible, 

I will allude in my reply to you to some unfairness 
that has cropped out in thiscampaizn before I reply 
further to your letter. 

ist. [am informed that you have charced that I 
am the candidate of the M. A. B’s. You know or 
ought to have known that this was-untrauc. My 
candidacy was not and is not subject to any faction 
or organization, save that of the democratic party 
fairly expressed, but 1 certainly appreciate the sup- 
port of all our citizens. 

2. Iam further informed that you Jiave charged 
me with being a “‘bolter,” and yet you now come 
and propose to me a primary, 

Now, I have not answered any of the charges you 
have been so ready to make, because I have lived 
in this county for many years and know the people 
andam not called upon to defend mwyseit before 
them, 

The proposition you make for a primary mects my 
hearty co-operation and I only regret that you did 
not use your influence in that behalf before the 
other method was adopted, feeling confident thatthe 
majority of the committee would not have adopted 
any plan over your objection. 

My view of a primary, however, are in accord 
with the action taken by the great demo¢ratic meet- 
ing held at the artesian well last evening, and with 
the overwhelming deinocratic sentiment 
of the county, as expressed through 
the entire daily press of the city, 
This demands as reasonable and right, assurance of 
fair conduct, ample opportunity for every voter to 
cast his ballot after full netice of the time of the 
holding of the primary, and equal, exactly equal, 
and impartial representation in the managers and 
clerks.at the polis. 

The latter is practicable of accomplishment if it 
shall be provided that such managers and clerks 
shail be chosen by four persons, two of whom sha}l 
be selected by my friends on the commiitee and 
two selected by your triends on the committee. 

As to the qualification for voting in said primary 
I will agree that those shall vote whose names ap- 
pear on the registration list for the last local option 
election. Also those who registered but by errors 
ado not appear on the lists or appear improperly, and 
@il others who are or shall beeome, qualified voters 
at the coming state electian in October and who 
shall on their honor as gentlemen if challenges, to 
deciare, 

Third party men should be 
cluded from participation in the primary, nor 
should temporary resignation from 
such third party for the purpose of cualifying them- 
selves for voting in this democratic primary con- 
fer any sueh right, and this must be provided fer. 

As to your proposition that no carriages or con- 
veyances be employed for carrying voters to or 
from any voting precincts, I will.agres,if the execu- 
tive commitice so provide, that I will not engage 
Or use any. 

Now let meadd in conclusion, that I want a fair 
Primary, and will abide the result of the same and 
I ask the same promise of you. Respect- 
fully, PRANK P. RICE. 

Judge Hammond to Mr. Rice. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 8, 1888.—Mr. Frank 
P. Rice. Doar Sir: In reply to your commupication 
of this date I beg tosay, that I handed my letter, 
addressed to you, to your friend, Mr. Ciark Howell, 
about ten o’clock this morning. sfating to him at 
the time that I expected to furnish a copy of it for 
Publication in the-evening Jomnal, and I hoped: I 
Would get your reply in time for that to appear 


CX- 


along with it, but it was not handed me until after 
half past six this afternoon. 

I had hoped that my proposition to you, as briefly 
and clearly stated as I could put it, and as honestly 
and sincerely made as any act of my life, would 
have met with an instant and hearty aceeptance 
from you. My hopes ete sadly disappointed in the 
communpicalion you have sent me.” 

You start out by impugning my motive in giving 
my letter to the press, You then attack the com- 
mittee in terms that must be distasteful and 
irritating to them as honorable men. You exculpate 
yourself from responsibility for any danger to party 
harmony, when I had not charged it on you. You 
charge me with having injected the local option 
issue into the campaign. You accuse me of unfair- 
ness in various charges that I have made against 
you during the campaign, and with baving made a 
s‘atement which I know, or ought to have known, 
was false. You asecuse me of inconsistency 1n 
making you any proposition at all, because you say 
1 had accused you of being a “‘bolter.”’ 

None of this, it- seems to me, is germain to the 
subject matter of the letter I wrote you, and, I regret 
to say, manifests a disposition rather to make cam- 
paign capital than to meet me fairly on the proposi- 
tion submitted. 

In your statement that the proposition I make for 
a primary meets your hearty approval, you embody 
an insinuation that is distasteful to me, and un- 
ealled for in anything I said to you, The same may 
be said of your glorification of the action taken by 
the “‘great democratic meeting held at the artesian 
well last cvening.” 

As to the portion of your letter which isin reply 
to mine, I have this to say: I proposed to you to 
join me ina request to the executive committee to 
call a primary, subject to certain regulations which, 
I think, were reasonable and fair, Instead of agree- 
ing to join nie in sueh a request, you state that you 
are led to believe that the executive committee will 
not be influenced by any suggestion you may make 
to them, and you further intimate that they would 
be influenced by me. I do not find anywhere 
in your letter that you are willing to 
join me ina request for the committee to meet, but 
you rather seem to wish to throw upon me alone the 
responsibility of calling them together, and thus be- 
tray me into an acknowledgement that their action 
has not been whatit should be. I cannot and will 
not assume by myself alone to make such a request 
of the committee. Your language is evidence tome 
that you decline to join me in making the request. 
I am Satisfied with the action already taken by the 
committee, You and your friends are not. I, will- 
ing to join you in an effort to get the committee to 
adopt @ plan on which all could harmonize, addres- 
sed you my letter of this morning. You have re- 
plied evasively, insinuatingly, accusingly and, to 
me, disappointingly. 

Your agreement not to use carriages or vehicles 
although not as broad as my request, might be con- 
strued to cover it, and is therefore satisfactory, 
Neither can I object to your proposition for fair 
managers. Asto your proposition that you will 
not consent toa primary unless you shall be per 
mitted to dictate to the committee that Certain 
classes of voters shall be excluded, my reply is that 
that isa question which falls alone within the prov- 
ince of the executive committee, who have already 
limited the right to volte to white democrats. 

Now, Mr. Rice, the ijetter I wrote you was in 
good faith, and my propositions were made to you 
for the purpuse of procuring complete party har- 
mony. . You have failed to meet it in the spirit in 
which it was written and sent. Ifa primary is not 
called, the responsibility, so far as I am coucerned, 
must rest upon you. I have done what I could, 
Respectfully, W. R. HAMMOND. 


What Mr. Goodwin Says. 

At the late hour at which Judge Hammond’s 
letter was received it was impossible to see 
Mr. Rice. Mr, John B. Goodwin, however, 
who was down town, said: 

‘*‘T am sure that Mr. Rice cordially approves 
the calling of the committee together, and 
joins with Judge Hammond in the request; 
and that he did not suppose a more formal 
statement necessary or desirable. The prope 
sitions as to method were respensive to the 
note of Judge Hammond on the same line.”’

Remarks of Captain John B. Goodwin at 
the Artesian Well Mass. Meeting. 
Captain John B. Goodwin never fails to 


make a good speech, 

But his remarks at the artesian well mass 
meeting, which were omitted throngh an over- 
sight, were particularly forcible and conserya- 
tive. 

Hie spoke as follows, and his excellent points 
evoked enthusiastic applause: 

‘Tf,’’ said he, ‘‘the executive committee will 
only reconsider its action and give usa primary 
election or any other fair plan, we will 
come together. Nevertheless the committee 
must remember that this is an assemblage of 
voters who know their rights, and knowing, 
dare maintain! [Applause).}- The people of 
their sovereign capacity, demand that their 
agents and servants shall correet this wrong. 
My friends, can we afford to submit in silence 
when one of the highest duties of citizenship 
to be exercised in cattle gaps, im imprison- 
ment? Why, fellow citizens, itis inconsistent 
with manhood, with the rights of free men, 
Who would favorit? Who would fostersuch 
a system as thatin defiance of the widespread 
dissatisfaction cannot be a friend of the demo- 
cratic party. 

“T am always reluctant to make charges in 
reference to the intentions of men. We 
have had abuse from the other side of the 


| house, but I don’t propose to repay itin kind. 


They have adopted the same old tactics of get- 
ting up an opposition meeting, and it has had 
the usual result. If there is anything that the 
American people like it is courage and fair 


lay. . 
“Who are assenrbled here tonight ? Who pre- 
sides over this meeting? A miserable circular 
worthy of the source from which it sprung. 
characterizes all good citizens as repeaters and 
independents,. My friends, willjyou resent 
such conduct as that, or will you supinely sub- 
mit to whatever they may suggest.

I thank God that those with 
whom we areacting are not driven to such 
desperate or vile methods. We can come out 
inthe light of day, under the canopy of 
heaven, and discuss this question without 
throwing dirt or abnsing their people.

before the superior court of this state, to file a 


bill of exceptions for a revisiorrof alleged er-— 


rors committed against him, and to require the 
supreme court, if anew trial is ordered, to de- 
cide upon the points made by the successful 
arty to the case in his bill of exceptions, giv- 
ng husbands and children the right in all 
cases where homicides are the result of crime 
or criminal negligence, to recover from the 
party inflicting such wrong the full value of 
the life of the wife and mother without any 
deduction for ngcessary expenses of the de- 
ceased ; to provide for the sale of trust prop- 
erty ; to provigé for the amendment of affidavits 
for foreclosure of liens; toallow plaintiifs in 
fi fas in claim cases to withdraw fi fas on leav- 
ing duly certified copy, by which vendors of 
versonal property may collect debts as vendors 
in real estate; to provide a uniform mode of 
procedure in civil cases.”’ : 

Culonel W. 8S. Thomson said he favored 
the committee’s recommendations and moved 
that the committee be asked to go before the 
legislature and urge the changes suggested. 
This motion was adopted. 

Mr. C. B. Steele, of the committee appointed 
to prepare a suitable memorial on Judge 
Hall’s death, made a report. The proceed- 
ingsof the supreme court touching Judge 
Hall’s death were ordered to be spread on the 
minutes of the association. 

The report of the committee on legal educa- 
tion was presented. ‘The committee makes 
some recommendation touching the admission 
of members of the bar. It is suggested that a 
bill be prepared for the legislature giving each 
judge power to appoint a board of examiners 
who shall examine all applicants for admission 
to the bar. 

On motion of Mr. J. W. Aiken, it was deci- 
ded that the association shall hereafter hold its 
annual meetings in the different cities of 
Georgia. 

Various resolutions of thanks were adopted. 

The by-laws of the association were changed 
in several particulars. Power was conferred 
upon the association to disbar any of its mem- 
bers guilty of unprofessional conduct. 

Mr. Julius L. Brown moved a resolution 
that the committee on jurisprudence and law 
reform be required to prepare a bill relating to 
costs, and to present it to the legislature at its 
next session. The resolution was referred to 
the committee on jurisprudence and law re- 
form, with power to act. 

The Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar was present, and 
a@motion was made that he be invited to at- 
tend the banquet, which motion was adopted 
unanimously. 

Justice Lamar thanked the association for 
the kind invitation, and promised to be pres- 
ent. 

The last business to be attended to was the 
election of officers for the ensuing year.

Mr. J. H. Lumpkin, tho faithfuland able 
secretary, was urged to accept the place for 
another year, but he declined, He was thanked 
for his eilicient services. . 

Just before the association adjourned, the 
following new members were elected: H. D. 
MeDaniel, E. A. Hawkins, Henry McAlpin, 
A. H. Davis, E. H. Cutts, T. B. Felder, Jr. 

The newly elected officers were apprised of 
their election, and all of them expressed their 
thanks. 

In selecting as its president Judge Marshall 
J. Clarke, the association did a wise thing. 
There isin Georgia no abler judge than he, 
no purer man, no more patriotic citizen. The 
association honored itself in choosing him as 
its president.
